Those who sell 
milk darken their consciences for gain” and 
those who eat cow's milk, foolishly think 
they are benefiting their bodies. Men who 
take medicine should first ¢garofally inves- 
tigate and find putitsnature. Why. do not 
those who eat cow’s milk consider and in- 
quire into its origin? For instance, men 
beget children, and while tho children aro 
small they depend upon milk for their 
nourishment; so it is also with bensts.

Even within the harbour limits 
there is no plan of sufficient’ accuracy to 
mark the present line of foreshore, nor the 
changes which have occurred within the last 
ten years. Probably in no part has the 
width of the river been accurately measured, 
while it seems” certain that of ita present 
width in any section there is-no-information- 
forthcoming. Were the river more quies- 
cent than it is, or if changes in its bed and 
foreshores were of less importance than 
practically they are, such a condition of 
affairs would be scarcely creditable. As it 
is, it seems almost past belief that we should 
be describing the actual position of affairs, 
and not drawing o fancy picture. The 
wonder is naturally increased when we learn 
that of foreign built ships and steamers no 
less than 2,032 entered the port during the 
past year, of an aggregate tonnage of 
1,483,000. tons, in addition to a native 
coasting trade of probably a nearly similar 
amount. From time to time the British 
Government has partially amended: the 
bor surveys, or has made’ new ones; 
and at the present time H.M.S, Maypie is 
actually surveying outside Woosung. The 
surveys being made by the British Navy, 
though careful for the purpose of enterin; 


especial object in view, the recording of 
changes from time to time es they occur. 
The latter must be made periodically, and 
be'referred to fixed standards, At present 
no fixed standards exist, and their erection 
and keeping in a should form a funda- 
mental pat of the results of any’ surve' 
made. In fact, ir this matter, the ob- 
struotiveness of the Chinese Government has 
been well met by tho supineness of the local

, LOUIS CAVAGNART, | 


: rar Genin ak 
A recent“issue of the Graphic gives the 


followi ecount of the lute Sir Louis 
Cavagnari :— 

Major Pierre Louis Napoleon Cavagnari, 
¢.8.1., who has been the Chief Political 
Officer of the Afghan Campaign from the 
time of his‘ now. historical rebuff at Ali 
Musjid, on September 21st last, down to the 
signing and.sealing of the present treaty, 
js of Corsican origin. His grandfather was 
private sectetary to Napoleon the First, hia 
grandmother was a Frenchwoman, His 
father, General Adolphe Cavagnari, served 
in the French army, and became Secretary 
to Prince Lucien Bonaparté. His mother, 
however, was an Irish lady, the daughter of 
Ms Hugh Lymes-Montgomery, of Belhavel, 
County Leitrim, and his: education has been 
alwest entirely English, as he ‘passed his 
early+days in Christ's Hospital, and sub-- 
sequently became one of the East India 
Cumpany’s direct. cadets. A man of power- 
ful energy, great geniulity, and personal 
courage, young Cavagnari speedily rose.to 
distinction as one of our best - frontier 
officers, acquiring more thorough know- 
ledge of the habits and temperament of: the 
frontier tribes than almoat any officer living, 
and ultimately was ‘nominated Deputy Com- 
Missioner of Kohat, where he conducted 
numerous negotiations between the Imperial 
Government and the ever-unruly Afridi 
tribes. When it was decided to despatch a 
Mission to Cabul. under Sir Neville Cham- 
berlain last antamn, Major Cavagnari was 
attached to the staff, and when the. mission 
halted before the entrance to the Khyber’ 
Pass, he with a small escort of Guides rode 
forward to demand a safe passage from the 
commandant, Faiz Mahomed, with whom he 
was personally acquainted; the result of the 
interview was a direct refusal on the part of 
the Afghan General, and, the «consequent 
commencement of hostilities by our troops, 
Major Cavagnari throughout the campaign 
has been with General Sir Sam Browne, and 
his valuable advice, added to his experience 
and pefeonal. knowledge of the various tribes 
of Aghanistan, has undoubtedly greatly 
contributed to the satisfactory result of the 
wor, -In thenegotiations with Yakoob Khan 
he was offically nominated the Viceroy’s 
Plenipotentiary, and conducted his ‘some- 
what difficult and hazardous task with great 
firmness and skill, obtaining all the im-: 
portant and material points which were 
needed, Indeed, the success of the campaign. 
may be regarded as much due. to the clever 
and diplomatic policy of Major Cavagnari as 
to the energetic and skilful maroh of Sir Sam
